Summer or winter, recreational activities 
are within easy reach at Mishicot. GOLF on 
one of the finest courses in the country at 
Fox Hills. The new 18 hole National Golf 
Course, added to the Original Classic 27 
holes, makes this the largest golf complex in 
the Midwest. At the resort you also have 
access to the SWIMMING pools, TENNIS 
courts and other facilities.

A FAMILY AFFAIR 


“You won't believe it!’ George Krause 
commented when asked how he got into the 
food store business. 

“The more we did our food shopping, the 
more we saw a market out there, for 
customers like us.” 

The switch was a gamble, George did not 
have a food business background. But his 
experience in selling and servicing 
appliances was a tremendous asset. So was 
the fact he already knew how to run a 
business. 

The business outgrew the original 
building. So in 1971, George purchased a lot 
across the street and put up a new store, 
which is at the current Main Street site. 

George and Joan Krause have eleven 
children, some of whom work in the family 


business. Jon Krause is manager of the 


bakery. George, Jr., is general manager for 
both stores, as well as head buyer. Gary is in 
produce, Glenn takes care of deliveries to the 
Denmark Store, Jodi is in the meat 
department. Jerilyn is a part-time checker, 
and George, Sr., is closest to the catering 
side of the business and is involved in 


overall administrative responsibilities. 

The main store now employs a total of 
thirty-five people, and the satellite store in 
Denmark has fifteen employees. 

We also have a full service meat counter 
featuring all of your choice steaks, chops 
and roast needs. 

Custom cut wrap and freeze meats for 
your freezer. Krause’s also has ho-made 
sausage, brats and wieners. 

“After about a year and a half we built an 
addition to the supermarket so bakery 
production could be done on site. When it 
was ready, we moved the sales area so it is 
immediately to your right as you enter the 
store.” 

A full-time bakery, Krause’s is mostly a 
scratch baking operation. The best seller list 
according to product line is: breads, cookies, 
sweet rolls, kolaches and cakes. 

The store does a lot of hot/cold deli 
catering out of the bakery. “While many 
people just want to buy the food and serve it 
themselves, we will also serve the food if the 
customer wants it. We cater complete meals 
for parties, weddings, fund raisers and other 


special events.” 

“We started a new venture - a pancake 
franchise through Chris Cakes. It’s good for 
the entire state of Wisconsin. This concept is 
just great for fundraising events — 
Organizations can offer people something 
for their money.” 

“In addition to operating a full-fledged 
deli, we use our bakery ovens to bake ready- 
to-eat turkeys for Thanksgiving, hams 
packed in rye dough for Easter, roast lambs 
and spanferkel.” 

By 1976, the business had grown to the 
point where Krause’s opened a second store 
in Denmark, Wisconsin which is known as 
Krause’s Town and Country. It is also a full- 
fledged supermarket, and has a cold spot 
bakery. Produce from the Mishicot shop is 
trucked in daily. 

“When you are in business, you have to be 
constantly alert to what is happening around 
you. Changing with the times is the name of 
the game.”

SCHOOL DISTRICT OF MISHICOT 


The district is located in northeast 
Manitowoc County just north of Two Rivers, 
split approximately in half by State Highway 
147. It is made up of the villages of Mishicot 
and Francis Creek; all of the towns of Gibson 
and Mishicot, and parts of the towns of Two 
Creeks, Two Rivers, Kossuth and 
Cooperstown. The district covers an area of 
approximately 103 square miles. 

At the present time the district serves 951 
Students, with a K-6 enrollment of 476 
housed in the 0. H. Schultz Elementary 
School and a 7-12 enrollment of 475 housed 
in high school. 

The district’s facilities are up to date and 
well maintained, and should be adequate for 
programs and projected enrollments 
through the next ten years. 

Both the original high school and the 
elementary school are paid for. The last 
payment on the high school addition will be 
made in 1995. Current long term debt for the 
district is $261,046. Since the district has a 
current equalized value of $127,700,000, the 
district is in sound financial condition. Its 
long term debt capacity stands at $12.77 
million. 

The district's academic program is strong 
and is ‘tuned in’ to the needs of its students. 
The elementary school provides a strong

classroom reading program supported by 
two full time reading teachers and an 
instructional aide. There is a transitional 
kindergarten program for students having 
difficulty adjusting to the regular program. A 
strong K-6 developmental guidance program 
supports regular classroom instruction. In 
addition, all students receive the services of 
certified teachers in-art, music, library, and 
physical education. 

A relatively new program has_ been 
developed for junior high school students. 
Along with basic courses, all students are 
required to take introductory classes in 
home economics, industrial arts, foreign 
language, computers, careers, and study 
skills. Elective programs are available in art, 
music, and agriculture. In addition, a tutorial 
program has been established in which “at 
risk” students can receive individual 
instruction. 

The academic program in the high school 
is traditional but offers a wide range of 
Opportunities for students in the arts, 
preparation for college or technical school, 
and in vocational preparation. 

Traditionally students from the Mishicot 
school system have been highly regarded by 
employment personnel in the county. Those

FINE DINING OVERLOOKING THE FALLS 


These falls were created by the 
construction of a dam approximately a 
century ago for the purpose of producing 
water power. This water power operated a 
sawmill, flour mill and feed mill. The mills 
were owned and operated by Joseph Holly, a 
native of Shoto, and his family. 

In June of 1949 a disastrous fire destroyed 
all three mills. 

In 1954 Eugene F. Holly (a son) started 
Shoto Woodworking Co. in a small building
